Feb.  10  deadline  is  enacted

Dean  Lloyd  and  a staff  of  faculty  advisors  met  recently 
with  members  of  the  Banyan  staff  to  discuss  and  form  policies 
of  the  1950  Banyan. 

Besides  this  major  premise  there  were  four  other  points 
decided  upon  as  major  campaign  points  in  the  closing  days  of 
the  sales  campaign.  (1)  There  will  be  no  overprinting  of  the 
Banyan  this  year,  which  means  that  there  will  be  no  extra 
Banyans  to  be  sold  after  May  15,  when  the  Banyan  is  delivered. 
(2)  It  is  certain  that  the  Banyan  will  be  out  by  May  15.  (3) 
This  year’s  Banyan  is  representative  of  the  largest  and  finest 
student  body  in  the  history  of  the  University.  (4)  There  are 
to  be  more  pictures  than  ever  before. 

One  of  the  main  selling  points  of  the  Banyan  is  the  guar- 
antee of  the  staff  and  the  faculty  that  it  will  be  out  by  May  15. 
The  following  is  a quotation  by  Keith  Orme,  business  manager 
of  the  Banyan.  “THE  BANYAN  WILL  COME  OUT  BY  MAY 
15.  So  far  the  schedule  of  publication  has  been  maintained 
by  the  editor  and  her  staff,  and  in  spite  of  all  odds,  THIS 
SCHEDULE  WILL  BE  MAINTAINED.” 

When  a deadline  is  announced,  there  are  always  people 
who  either  didn’t  hear  or  paid  no  attention  to  the  announce- 
ments. Then  when  they  miss  the  boat,  they  are  in  the  same 
category  as  those  unfortunates  described  in  the  Bible  who 
“have  procrastinated  their  repentance  until  the  end”  . . • "and 
there  shall  be  weeping  and  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth.” 
After  the  Banyan  is  delivered  on  May  15,  we  wager  that  there 
will  be  many  students  who  will  have  procrastinated  their  sub- 
scription to  it,  and  will  feel  left  out. 

The  above  quotation  is  just  a sample  of  what  will  be  the 
problem  shortly  after  the  Banyan  comes  out.  Many  people  have 
the  mistaken  impression  that  the  Banyan  will  wait  for  them.

Brigham  Young  University’s  In- 
itial Honor  Education  Week  be- 
gan Tuesday  to  indoctrinate  the 
principles  of  the  honor  system  to 
all  students  registered  here. 

Thev  newly  established  week 
with  "Honor  is  your  business’ 
the  theme,  will  continue  until 
Wednesday  and  is  being  sponsor- 
ed by  the  Honor  Council  under 
the  direction  of  Ted  Marshall, 
chairman  of  the  Honor  Education 
Committee. 

Purpose  of  the  honor  educat- 
ional program  is  to  promote  and 
indoctrinate  the  principles  of  the 
recently  established  honor  sys- 
tem to  every  student  here. 

Approximately  25  students 
have  been  selected  to  visit 
and  lecture  in  nearly  100 
classes  during  the  educational 
week.  These  selected  students 
will  present  a short  historical 
review  of  the  Honor  System 
adoption  at  this  university, 
and  they  will  explain  some 
of  the  principles  and  the 
philosophy  of  the  program. 

The  adopted  classroom  lecture 
program  will  contact  about  5100 
students — figuring  that  some  will 
be  contacted  more  than  once  and 
allowing  that  others  will  not  be 
contacted  at  all. 

By  devoting  an  entire  week  to 
the  honor  education  cause,  the 
honor  council  hopes  that  it  may 
arouse  a greater  student  inter- 
est in  the  newly  planned  system 


Russian  pianist  to  appear  on  Community  Series 


Alexander  Uninsky,  internat- 
ionally famous  .Russian  pianist 
Will  play  in  Provo  as  an  offering 
on  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity-Community Concert  series. 
Feb.  8,  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Taber- 
nacle. 

Since  his  Amercian  debut  re- 
cital in  Carnegie  Hall  in  1942,  Mr. 
Uninsky  has  achieved  great  pop- 
ularity as  a concer  artist.  He  has 
won  acclaim  on  tour  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe,  and  has  had 
lepeatcci  re-engagements  with 
outstanding  American  concert  or- 


chestras. 

Born  in  Russia.  Mr.  Uninsky 
studied  at  the  Conservatory  in 
Kiev,  but  left  the  country  when 
he  was  13  to  study  in  France.  En- 
rolled as  a pupil  of  the  celebrated 
Isador  Phillipp  at  the  Paris  Con- 
servatoire, he  was  graduated  with 
the  first  prize  in  piano  from,  this 
historic  institution. 

Immediately  thereafter  he  be- 
came prominent  as  the  winner  of 
the  great  International  Chopin 
Contest  in  1932,  in  which  he  com- 
peted against  more  than  one  hun 


dred  of  the  top  pianistic  talents  | South  America. 


from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

After  a successful  series  of  con- 
certs for  which  he  won  acclaim 
of  the  critics.  World  War  II  broke 
out.  Mr.  Uninsky  returned  to  his 
adopted  homeland  to  join  the 
French  Army.  Serving  in  Spain, 
he  was  captured  by  the  Facists, 
but  was  able  to  escape  and  re- 
turn to  Paris,  only  to  find  the 
city  in  the  hands  of  the  Germans. 
After  traveling  six  hundred  miles 
on  foot  and  bicycle,  he  eventually 
obtained  permission  to  sail  for

Registration  gains 
over  last  winter 

Winter  quarter  registration 
dropped  slightly  from  last  quarter 
but  remains  considerably  higher 
than  last  winter  quarter. 

Dean  of  students  Dr.  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd  stated  there  are  now  4,909 
students  at  BYU  compared  to 
4,920  last  fall  quarter  and  4721 
for  winter  quarter  a year  ago. 

Students  who  came  late 
were  required  to  limit  their 
registration  despite  the  fact 
that  there  were  1,043  classes 
offered,  which  is  to  be  a rec- 
ord number  for  the  history  of 
BYU. 

Such  a study  should  help  to 
solve  the  problem  of  many  stud- 
ents who  have  become  needless 
casualties  in  the  educational  pro- 
R according  to  Dean  Lloyd.

Two  more  campus  social  units 
were  tried  and  convicted  la9t 
Tuesday  night  as  the  Inter-organ- 
izations Council  continued  its 
campaign  to  curb  IOC  code  in- 
fractions. 

The  Fidelas  and  Knights  of 
Templar  organizations  were  both 
convicted  and  fined  following  re- 
trials that  had  been  granted  both 
groups.  Originally  the  two  units 
had  appealed  for,  and  received, 
new  trials  on  the  grounds  that 
more  time  was  needed  to  ade- 
quately prepare  for  a defense. 

In  the  previous  hearings  the 
two  units  were  banned  from  in- 
tramural activities  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  winter  quarter  of 
1950. 

Charged  with  the  circulat- 
ion of  invitations  to  a rush 


party  last  Jan.  22,  the  Fidelas 
organization  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  original  charge  but 
asked  for  a new  sentence.  The 
Court  suspended  the  first  sen- 
tence and  announced  that  (1) 
the  group  must  forfeit  their 
out-of-county  party  and  (2) 
fined  $15  in  addition. 

The  Knights  of  Templar  unit 
was  charged  with  “serving  re- 
freshments” at  an  open  house  last 
Jan.  12,  but  they  appealed  to 
the  Court  on  the  grounds  that 
their  officers  were  ignorant  of 
the  refreshments  ruling  at  the 
time  of  the  violation.  They  also 
stated  that  they  felt  the  charge 
was  of  “little  consequence”  when 
compared  with  the  violations  of 
, other  units.

I,  for  one,  am  hoping  that  when  this  thing  breaks,  as  it  un_ 
doubtedly  will,  that  the  students  will  remember  which  cleaners  to 
patronize.  For  they  will  be  the  cleaners  who  haven’t  felt  right  about 
the  monopoly  and  will  now  help  us  swing  the  prices  the  other  way.

The  Cougars  hit  their  high-water  mark  of  the  season  last  week- 
end in  their  twin  wins  over  the  Utah  Redskins.  The  victories*  were 
numbers  five  and  six  of  an  all-winning  streak  that  started  at  Denver 
right  after  the  disastrous  set  up  at  Laramie-  And  strangely  enough, 
this  year’s  skein  has  a parallel  in  last  year’s  record. 

Last  year  the  Cats  lost  their  first  three,  including  two  at  “Hell  s 
Half  Acre”,  then  took  seven  in  a row,  also  including  two  wins  against 
Utah.  Just  when  the  experts  thought  they  were  rolling,  they  drop- 
ped games  to  Colorado  A & M,  Denver,  and  Utah  State,  three  of  the 
weaker  schools. 

Now  who  should  be  coining  to  Provo  tomorrow  and, 
Saturday  but  those  same  Colorado  A & M Rams  who  so 
thoroughly  scotched  (no  soda,  please)  the  Cougars’  plans 
last  season.  It’ll  be  interesting  to  see  what  these  Rams, 
losers  of  nine  straight  conference  tilts,  will  do  to  BYU  flag 
hopes  this  season. 

We  don’i  think  that  the  two  games  will  find  Coach 
Watts  and  his  hot-shooting  cagers  over-confident.  They 
need  only  look  at  the  Rams’  record  against  Wyoming  and 
contrast  it  with  their  own.  The  Rams  twice  forced  Ev  Shel- 
ton’s Cowboys  into  an  overtime  period,  while  the  Provo 
cagers  were  decisively  beaten  both  games. 

We  can’t  help  but  admire  the  team  play  which  has  predominated 
throughout  the  BYU  games  we’ve  seen  this  year.  This  season  there 
have  been  four  Cougars  to  hit  20  points  or  more  in  a single  game. 

Bob  Craig  is  the  latest  to  join  the  charmed  circle,  and  the  blond 
bomber  did  it  so  easily  that  fans  wondered  where  he’d  been  all 
season  Bob’s  22  points  against  Utah  last  Monday  stands  as  the  high 
point  of  his  career  thus  far.  And  Bob,  unknown  to  most,  almost 
wasn’t  with  the  team  this  year.  . ....... 

When  the  team  went  east  in  1948,  Craig  was  left  behind. 
Having  been  a starter  on  the  frosh  team  of  the  previous  sea- 
son, Bob  had  probably  expected  to  see  a lot  of  action  that 
year.  Yet  there  he  was  not  even  making  a trip. 

He  seriously  considered  leaving  school  and  transferring 
to  some  institution  where  he  would  get  a chance  to  play 
regularly.  But,  and  we  think  it  was  typical  of  him,  he  de- 
cided to  stick  it  out  and  keeping  hustling  for  a chance  to 
break  into  the  line-up.  , ,,  , . 

He  played  a lot  of  ball  toward  the  end  of  last  season,  though  not 
enough  to  win  a letter;  but  from  the  beginning  of  this  season,  he  has 
been  Stan  Watt’s  number  one  guard-  And  he  has  more  than  justified 
the  coach’s  confidence  in  him. 

Coming  back  to  the  team,  the  willingness  of  all  concerned  to 
set  up  points  for  their  mates,  their  disregard  for  the  glory  of  high 
point  honors,  their  sole  desire  to  win,  makes  us  feel  that  they  11  go 
a long,  long  way.

Hutch  was  without  doubt 
terrific.

We  realize  as  well  as  anyone 
else  that  we  cannot  please  every- 
one.
